London, Nov. 20.—The Southwestern 
railway’s cross-channel steam er Hilda 
was wrecked during the morning off 
St. Malo, on the north coast of France, 
and it Is believed that IOO or more of 
her 
passengers 
and 
crew 
were 
drowned. 
The Hilda left Southampton 
Friday night for St. Malo with consid­ 
erably more than 
IOO souls on board. 
lie r passage was greatly delayed by a 
fog in the channel and when nearing 
St. Malo she ran 
into a severe snow 
storm, apparently missed her course 
and foundered on the rocks off Jardin 
lighthouse, three miles from St. Malo. 
The company’s steam er 
Ada, out­ 
ward hound from 
St. Malo, rescued 
five of the passengers and one of the 
crew. 
These are now on the way to 
Southampton. 
There 
is 
an 
uncon­ 
firmed report th at seventy had been 
saved. 
The crew numbered 2G and 
there were about int) passengers, all 
Frenchmen, the majority being onion 
dealers from St. Briae 
and neighbor­ 
hood. 
A telegram from St. Servan, ad­ 
joining the town of St. Malo, gives the 
few particulars yet available. 
The Hilda struck the rocks near St. 
Malo at 4 o’clock a. 
rn. in the road­ 
stead off Cezambre, having missed the 
way owing to fog 
and bad weather. 
The passengers 
were asleep 
at the 
time. 
Two boats were lowered, one of 
which containing five men arrived at 
St. 
Servan. 
The second 
boat 
was 
picked 
up empty at St.. Cast, 
where 
thirteen bodies were washed ashore. 
The top of the Hilda's funnel and 
her mast are visible 
at low tide, ac­ 
cording to the telegram from St. Ser­ 
van. 
The Southwestern Railway company 
Is unable to give a list of the Hilda’s 
passengers but they say that a score 
booked passage at stations 
between 
lo ndon and Southampton and that to 
the best 
of their knowledge 
ninety- 
nine were drowned and only six saved. 
The Hilda was built at Glasgow in 
18S2 and registered 84S tons. 
She was 
a screw steam er of iron construction 
and was 235 feet in length.

steel permeated with the flesh, blood 
and bones of two workmen was buried 
with the solemn rites of the Roman 
Catholic church. 
The workmen who 
were so strangely laid away we're John 
Forkin and Joseph Gaze!a, two foreign­ 
speaking laborers who met a horrible 
death a week ago. 
They were in a 
pit near a cupola containing many tons 
of molten steel. 
A plug gave way and 
80,000 pounds of the fiery fluid poured 
from 
the 
cupola and 
overwhelmed 
them. 
The men were completely in­ 
cinerated and 
not a trace 
of them ­ 
selves or their clothing was left. 
The Midvale 
Steel 
company was 
averse to selling the steel or using it 
for tin' purpose it v^.s intended, and it 
was decided to bu?* it with the rites 
of the church to which the unfortunate 
men had 
belonged. 
Accordingly the 
forty-ton ingot, oval in shape, 28 feet 
long, 6 feet wide and 5 feet thick, was 
moved by a traveling crane to the rear 
of the machine shop, where a grave 
ten feet 
deep had been 
made.

hole and a platform built over it so 
that the burial services could be Dot­ 
ter performed.

The delay in the arrival of the Hilda 
at first inspired little anxiety, as there 
was dreadful weather iii the channel 
and as everyone had full confidence in 
her captain, Gregory, an experienced

coast of Brittany, which he had known 
for thirty years. 
The 
disaster was

through the washing ashore of a body 
and the port authorities immediately 
sent out a tug.

Cezambre, called “ Les Fortes.”

back and immediately sunk, leaving 
no time to launch the boats.

cannot yet be explained at what time 
or how the disaster occurred. 
The en­ 
trance to St. Malo is dangerous.

bodies have bomi washed ashore at

Six of the survivors, according 
to a report in circulation here, were 
rescued by the Ada from the rigging.

Glasgow, Nov. 20.—T he m ost terrible 
Are that has occurred In Great Britain 
for many years broke out here during 
the day in a cheap lodging house for 
men in Watson street and resulted in 
the loss of thirty-Dine 
lives anil tho 
severe injury of many others. 
The flames were first noticed .at 6 
a. rn. on the fourth floor of the build­ 
ing. which was occupied by 330 men. 
An alarm was raised and the firemen 
responded 
quickly, 
but 
flames 
and 
smoke were then issuing from most of 
the windows on 
the fourth floor. 
An 
extraordinary scene was created by a 
procession of alm ost naked m e n rush­ 
ing out of the entran ce to the building, 
and against their frantic efforts to es­ 
cape the firemen had actually to fight 
for admission. 
Reaching the upper floors th e fire­ 
men found th at the narrow passages 
we re becoming congested 
with men 
who had dropped 
to the floors over 
come by smoke. 
The 
fire, however, 
was co (fined to the fourth floor and as 
soon as the firemen were able to get 
to work it was speedily extinguished. 
The flames had been fed by the wooden 
partitions of the cubicles, which threw 
off volumes of smoke, resulting in tho 
suffocation of the inmates. 
Many on 
being brought to the street rallied in a 
few 
minutes, but 
others had 
to be 
taken to the hospitals. 
The d< ad rn n were mostly workmen 
in th< prime of life. 
They presented a 
horrible 
spectacle, 
their 
blackened 
faces 
bearing 
evidence 
of 
terrible 
struggles to escape. 
Many m en were 
sleeping on the attic floor above the 
burning fourth floor and these had nar­ 
row escapes. The flames burst through 
the floor and it was impossible for the 
men to descend. 
Tile windows were 
securely fastened and the men had ta 
break them so that they could climb 
through to neighboring roofs. 
By IO o’clock a search of th e build­ 
ing was m ade and a complete list of 
the victims obtained, 
which showed 
that thirty-nine were dead and thirty- 
two injured. 
It appears to be the custom of these 
lodgers to sleep in 
a nude condition 
and the march of the survivors to the 
police station 
was a fantastic 
one. 
Some snatched the covers off the beds 
and others their trousers, while many 
wore nothing. 
Owing to their migra­ 
tory habits and absence of permanent. 
homes many of the dead will never be 
identified.

About 6 a. in. today there was a bad 
wreck on the Northern Pacific near the 
crossing this side of Little Falls in 
which F. J. Patvirs, fireman on engine 
.">80 pulling a freight on tho L. F. A, I), 
branch, was killed outright and Engin­ 
eer Martin and Brakeman F. C. Cussler 
were slightly injured. 
The wreck occurred at the crossing of 
tho Morris line and the main 
line at 
Little Falls. 
There is an interlocking 
system of signaling trains at this point 
and but few accidents have ever occur 
ed here. This morning an extra freight 
was coming south on the L. F. Sc I), 
branch 
with 
Conductor 
< Jebro 
in 
chargo. 
Engineer Martin was at the 
throttle and his fireman was F. J. Pat­ 
virs, tho man who was killed. 
No. 53, the regular freight on the 
main line, was pulling over tho crossing 
just before the arrival of the branch 
train. Tho interlocking system of sig­ 
naling here notifies the trainmen from a 
tower. 
When train No. NI was coming 
from the east this morning the signal 
was given in the tower on the branch 
just approaching the crossing, and the 
derail switch was turned there. 
There is quite a grade on the branch 
just before tho crossing is roached anil 
the extra from the south was running 
about 20 milos an hour and they failed 
to stop at the derail switch and the 
train was ditched. 
The engine was 
turned over on her side and four load­ 
ed cars were badly smashed and two 
were thrown crosswise of the track. 
Engineer Martin jumped but his un­ 
fortunate fireman was caught and his 
body, mangled almost beyond recogni­ 
tion, was taken from the debris having 
been buried beneath the tank. 
Engin­ 
eer Martin had his ankle badly sprained 
and was brought to the Northern Pac­ 
ific hospital this afternoon for medical 
attendance. 
Brakeman F. C. Cussler was also 
slightly injured. 
No. 53 was struck, but only slight 
damage was done to this train. 
It is thought that the air brakes did 
not work when they were coming down 
tho grade and Engineer Martin was un­ 
able to stop tho train at the derail 
switch. 
The deceased, F. C. Patvirs, was a 
young mao and his home was in Minne­ 
apolis.

Prof. Shaw and Oilier Gentlemen 


Present Deliver 
Addresses 


Full of Good Thought 


Tho first subject taken up at the 
Farmers' Institute Saturday was that of 
forage crops. 
Prof. McGuire of the 
state farm at Grand Rapids was the 
speaker in charge of this question and 
dealt with it from the basis of actual ex­ 
perience in northern Minnesota. 
He 
discussed at length the various root and 
forage crops and especially favored, for 
the partially opened farms of this sec­ 
tion, the raising of fodder corn and roots. 
He stated that one ft'*ro of carrots, man­ 
gels or rutabagas will feed four cows 
throughout the winter and that three 
acres of corn fodder will furnish rough­ 
age for them. 
This is of value to farm­ 


e rs who have little land opened up. 
He stated that he never weeded root 
crops but thinned them with a hoe and 
tended them with a cultivator and wheel 
hoe. 
IL* placed the cost of raising root 
crops at £5 an acre with an average J 
crop of 12 tons. 
As to roughage he had tried several ! 
forage crops but preferred corn drilled j 
and cut with n corn binder and left in ! 
the field until fed. 
If stacked it was,he ! 
said, almost sure to heat. 
The corn or- j 
iginnted at tho University and known as I 
No. 13, was recommended as a good 
variety for fodder. 
In tho matter of grasses, which was 
taken uji later by Prof. Shaw, tho speak­ 
er urged the use of clover in tin* pasture 
and also for hay where there was h e a v y 
enough soil to make it a sure crop. 
I imothy was also recommended in con­ 
nection with alsike in the low lands. 
For the sandy soil the problem he stat 
cd was a much harder one. 
He urged 
the the trying of alfalfa, sand vetch and 
rape in small quantities, especially urg­ 
ing the farmers to make their trials sys­ 
tematically but on a small scale. Bromin 
enermis, he also uelieved worthy of a 
thorough trial. 
The alfalfa question was gone into 
quite extensively. W illiam Holmes stat­ 
ing that ho had plants in his garden five 
years old. 
In discussing wild pasturage 
the wild pea was considered and the 
possibility of domesticating 
it discuss­ 
ed. 
No one present seemed to have 
made experiments along that line, al­ 
though ll. M. Woolman stated that he 
had gathered seed this year and hoped 
to be able to make a report next year. 
In experimenting with alfalfa Prof. 
Shaw recommended the gettingof about 
200 pounds per acre of soil innoculated 
with humus of alfalfa and sowing on the 
land. 
For raising clover where never 
raised before the use of manure where 
clover had been fed was recommended 
as a good method of innoculation. 
The use of winter rye as pasturage 
was urged as worthy at least of careful 
study. 
Tho afternoon session opened with an 
illustrated discussion of the types of 
cows and how to tell them, by Prof. 
Shaw. 
Ho did not attempt to tell the 
farmers which type they should raise 
but sought, rather, to enable them to 
know* and recognize the best individual 
in each type, leaving the selection of 
the type best fitted to each man s needs 
to his own judgment. Mr. Shaw strongly 
advocated the use of pure blood sires 
exclusively and declared that he did not 
deem it necessary for the farmer to dis­ 
pose of the cow that he had because she 
was of mixed blood, but rather believed 
that the cow’ of mixed lineage, the scrub 
cow, was tho best base to begin on as 
her characteristics were not as firmly 
established as those of a pure blood and 
the fact that the calf of a scrub cowand 
a pure blood sire almost invariably re­ 
sembles the sire proved this. 
In live 
generations, he stated, an animal could 
be produced, by the continual use of 
pure sires, that for all practical purpos­ 
es equalled the pure blood, and atari ex­ 
pense so trifling as to be nothing, or less 
than nothing, when the added value of 
the progeny of the intervening genera­ 
tions was considered. 
I he one thing he did urge the fanner 
against was the common practice of 
changing from one breed to another. 
Ho said that he had seen men breed a 
scrub cow to short horn sire, the calf to 
a Jersey sire, the product of that cross 
to a Hereford or Holstein, and then 
back to a short horn. 
At the end of 20 
years the farmer had no better cow 
than in tho start as each cross eliminat 
ed some of the characteristics obtained 
by the previous cross. 
Had sires of any 
one of the breeds been used contiuous 
1} the herd in that length of time would 
be of the very best. 
The question of methods of feeding 
and feeding grains was also taken up 
and considerable time given to this in, 
portent matter. The care of stock sized 
up to this: keep the animal contented 
and comfortable, give plenty of sunlight 
in the stable and feed regularly not only 
in amount but in time. 
A cow, it was 
stated, never expected feed till the feed­ 
ing time and then was nervous until fed.

When nervous the cow is not producing 
milk. The ration aside from roughage, 
most recommended, was the use of roots 
and b ra n or ground oats. Tho weighing 
and testing of the milk was also urged 
as a means of knowing not only which 
cow was best but what feed and care 
produced best results. 
Prof. Shaw in discussing the opening 
of farms in the hard wood timber, 
where the soil was fairly good, urged 
the sowing of grass seed among tho 
stumps as soon a> the timber was cut off 
and permitting the stumps to rot out 
instead of going to the labor of digging 
them out. 
The land he said would earn 
much as pasturage and when the stumps 
were rotted could Le easily plowed and 
the land would produce better crops for 
being grassed and pastured.

lf the dismissal had not been 
ordered, defendant, under the terms of 
the order made, would have been en- 
j titled to a final judgment on tho merits, 
and the order was in fact favorable and 
not prejudicial to plaintiffs and must be 
affirmed.’’

St. Petersburg, Nov. 20.— After the 
severe reverse which 
they suffered 
early Sunday morning when at the end 
of a seven-hour debate the council of 
workmen decided 
to abandon the in 
duKtrial strike, the leaders of the ex 
trernist 
socialist factions 
of the 
St, 
Petersburg 
workmen 
are again 
en 
gaged in a hard and apparently losing 
fight in defense of a resolution for an 
eight-hour day, which was th** slogan 
of last week’s strike 
but which was 
abandoned at tho last moment in favor 
of an appeal for the lives of the muti­ 
neers at (Jronstadt and the liberty of 
Poland. 
When the council convened at night 
a socialist 
representative introduced 
an amendment to the resolution calling 
off the strike, providing that the men 
in returning to work should hereafter 
labor only eight 
hours, laying down 
their tools at I o'clock 
in the after­ 
noon Instead of 6 o’clock, while insist 
ing 
on the same 
rate of 
pay. 
E n­ 
couraged by their earlier victory the 
conservative leaders at once opened a 
vigorous opposition to the resolution, 
pointing out the determination of the 
employers to regard 
any att* nipt to 
obtain shorter hours by revolutionary 
means as the signal for a lockout tit 
the great mass of the workmen of St. 
Petersburg, and that they were in no 
position to enter on a p r o lo n g e d com­ 
bat of endurance at the very outset of 
a 
long, cold 
winter. 
A number 
of 
orators even questioned the wisdom of 
an 
eight-hour day 
itself, 
declaring 
that Russia at present was not ripe for 
it, while others who are in sympathy 
with the movement for a shorter <la;. 
declared that it would not be wise t«. 
fritter away their strength at this tim-. 
when a great and decisive combat i 
January was imminent. 


Conservatives A g a in Victorious. 


At I o’clock in the morning the de­ 
bate was on in full swing but when it 
came to a vote the conservative lead­ 
ers were again 
victorious, 
At 2:55 
a. rn. they carried a resolution against 
any attempt to Introduce a movement 
for An eight-hour day. 
Apprehensions 
that, the 
defeat of 
the “reds” 
in the council 
might in­ 
spire them to take violent measures 
against the troops or the merchants 
who refused to close 
their places of 
business when ordered by the leaders 
were

workmen

Ostrov and the Putiloff districts were 
in circulation. 
At police headquarters, however, it, 
was said that there had been no dis­ 
orders arui at strike headquarters if 
was stated that 
there had been no 
collision. 
Nevertheless, the patrols in 
the streets were doubled. 
These were 
generally commanded by noncommis­ 
sioned officers, showing that in spite 
of the rumors of disaffection among 
the troops 
the government 
was not 
afraid to trust the soldiers of the guard 
at large without 
commissioned offi­ 
cers.

The failure of the strike has shown 
the country as a whole how little sym­ 
pathy there is with Poland in her de­ 
mand for complete autonomy.

Connellsville, Pa., Nov. 20.— At the 
Overholt distillery at Broadford dur­ 
ing the day 810,000 gallons of whiskey 
furnished a spectacular fire, entailing 
a loss of $4,000,000. 
The main bonded 
warehouse was burned to the ground. 
A steady northeast wind, which blew 
the flames toward the Youghiogheny 
river, saved the town of Broadford, the 
buildings of the H. C. Frick Coke com­ 
pany and the Baltimore anti Ohio rail­ 
way station from destruction. 
Smoke 
was first seen issuing from the third 
story of the building, which was along­ 
side the Baltimore 
and Ohio tracks. 
Joseph McDonald and George Patckin, 
employes of the company, climbed up 
the fin- escape and opened one of the 
! small iron doors. 
They were caught 
in a suffocating cloud of smoke, which 
suffocated them and they dropped un­ 
conscious from the fire escape. 
They 
were rescued by other workmen and a 
general 
alarm 
was 
sounded. 
Blue 
fingers of flames from all loopholes 
were soon shooting IOO feet in the air. 
Barrels of whiskey and ale on the up­ 
per floors burst an i the burning liquid 
was sent in all directions. 
Calls for 
aid 
were sent 
to Connellsville, 
Mc­ 
Keesport and 
Uniontown. 
The Con­ 
nellsville fire department reached the 
scene quickly. 
The men by hard work 
managed to save the buildings nearby 
and the calls to the other towns were 
withdrawn. 
It Is supposed that the fire started 
either from spontaneous combustion 
or from a 
park thrown by a passing 
locomotive down one of the air shafts. 
The Overholt company 
is one of the 
largest manufacturers of whiskey in 
the world. 
Th** 
plant 
is practically 
owned by lf. 0. Frick and the Mel Ions 
of 
Pittsburg. 
The 
fire presented 
a 
brilliant spectacle, the flashes of flame 
lighting the country for miles around.
